Remembering David McCue, Sr. 


By LARZ F. NEILSON 

WILMINGTON - In a world 
where some people “go along 
to get along,” Sgt. David 
McCue was not one to play 
the game. 

Sgt. McCue, who died on 
Monday, began his police 
career as a patrolman on the 
MDC Police, under the 
Metropolitan District 
Commission. The police force 
was wrought with corruption 
and many knew it. 

In the late 1970’s, a former 
MDC cop offered McCue an 
advance copy of a Civil 
Service exam. For $3,000, 


McCue would be virtually 
assured of a promotion to 
sergeant. But McCue blew the 
whistle. The former cop, 
Frank Thorpe, was convicted. 
The primary motive for the 
exam scam was not the 
money, but a scheme to co-opt 
and thus "own" a significant 
number of high-ranking 
police officials, allowing the 
scammers to proceed with 
worse crimes without fear of 


mn. 

McCue knew there was 
other corruption in the 
department, but it took years 
to break it open. The corrup- 


tion was imbedded among the 
brass in the department. It 
was so bad that the ring- 
leader, Capt. Gerald 
Clemente, broke into a 
lawyer's office to learn what 
investigators knew. He also 
broke into state Civil Service 
offices to steal exams and to 
lower the scores on exams of 
black officers. In his trial in 
1986, it came out that he had 
stolen more than 20 exams. 
With such highly placed 
enemies, McCue knew he 
could not stay with the MDC 
Police. He was able to secure

properly set up. In a private ruling, 
a probate court detemtined that it 
could not repair a defective trust in 
order to stretch out the time frame 
for distribution of the moneys. Even 
though the court allowed the benefi- 
ciaries to revise the trust, the 
Intemal Revenue Service said the 
modification was ineffective for tax 
purposes. In that case, despite a 
trust that was supposed to allow the 
beneficiaries to withdraw funds 
slowly over their lifetimes, the heirs 
had to empty the account in little 
more than five years.

wish I had my camera ready, 
since he was facing me on the 
feeder with the sun shining 
on his bright rose breast - it 
would have been a perfect 
photo.

description of the bird, deter- 
mined that it was a saw-whet 
owl. This was a relatively 
rare sighting because most 
owls are nocturnal, and this 
owl sat on the railing for 
almost fifteen minutes before 
flying into a grape arbor. 

At Silver Lake, Dennis 
reported a sighting of an 
adult bald eagle, our national 
bird, near the fishing pier 
next to Town Beach. I believe 
this is the same eagle that 
was photographed on 
Veranda Ave. feeding on a 
fish that it probably caught in 
Silver Lake. This is a signifi- 
cant sighting, since it can 
only mean that bald eagles 
are checking out new territo- 
ries. Dennis also reported six 
swans on Silver--Lake, He 
noted two adults, pure white, 
and four immature, dingy

heron or an egret. According 
to my bird bible (the Peterson 
Field Guide), the only two 
white heron-like birds that 
are usually found in our area 
are the great egret, which is 
just over three feet tall, and 
the snowy egret, which is just 
over two feet tall. While both 
are white, the great egret has 
a yellow bill and the snowy 
egret has a black bill. Since I 
did not personally see either 
one, the debate continues. 

I have two other items to 
report, one of which is not 
bird-related but is still note- 
worthy. I recently noticed a 
red fox trotting across my 
front lawr-several times dur- 
ing the day. In addition, I 
was told that there may be 
more than one in the area 
and that the Animal Control 
Officer had received many 
calls about foxes. I have 
always been under the 
impression that foxes are noc- 
turnal, and that their pres- 
ence during the day may be 
an indication that they are 
sick. I discussed this with 
Ellen from the Animal 
Control Office, and she told 
me that this is a myth. In 
fact, foxes are commonly out 
and about during the day, and 
that doesn’t mean that they 
are sick.

It 
was during these moments 
that Costabile was most valu- 
able to the team. 

“He always stayed positive 
with us and that was very 
important,” Summiel added. 
“For him to be like that and to 
be confident in us was a big 
part of why we did so well.” 

Senior quarterback Ryan 
Woolaver of Tewksbury 
agrees, crediting Costabile’s 
hard nosed approach at the 
start of the year for the 
team’s success. 

“At the start of the year he 
was tough, but he was very 
straightforward and told us 
that if we put the hard work 
in that it would pay off,” 
Woolaver said. “Obviously he 
was right, and he worked just 
as hard as we did.” 

As tough as Costabile was 
on the team to get them 
going, Woolaver also credits

It would be pretty fair to say 
that Costabile’s life turned 
out pretty much the way he 


Peabody, where he knew they 
were looking for a social stud- 
ies teacher with a coaching 
background. 

Costabile jumped at the 
chance despite his unfamil- 
iarity with Fenwick. 

“I did not know anybody up 
there. I did not know 
Peabody at all,” Costabile 
said. “But I went up there 
and I was hired as a teacher 
and I got into coaching.” 

It was 1989, and a legendary 
coaching career was about to 
begin. There was no way of 
knowing it at the time, but Al 
Costabile was about to begin 
a remarkable journey. 


An early Crusader 

Costabile began his career 
at Fenwick as an assistant 
during that 1989 season and 
served in that capacity for 
three seasons, first under the 
direction of Jim Lyons for a 
season and Gary Davis for 
two seasons before taking 
over as head coach in ‘92. 

By 1993, Costabile had led 
the Crusaders to their first 
ever nine win season and in 
1995 he led them to another 
nine win season and the 
Catholic Central League title 
as well as the school's first 
ever Division 4 Super Bowl 
appearance, a loss to a 
Wareham team led by quar- 

linebacker 


“It was a tremendous 
rience,” Costabile said. “I got 
to coach some great kids at a 
great school and I coached 
with a bunch of great guys. It

Wilmington High. Lyman 
had also been an assistant at 
Shawsheen before joining the 
Fenwick coaching staff the 
same year as Costabile. 

“Al is a tremendous man 
and the kids really enjoyed 
playing for him,” Lyman said. 
“He keeps things light so the 
kids enjoy it. He takes it seri- 
ously but he never lets things 
get out of control as far as 
kids respond to that and he 
gets the best out of them.” 

Costabile remembers fondly 
his days working with Lyman, 
first when they were both 
assistants and later when 
Costabile moved on to the 
head job. 

“The program was down at 
the time. We were struggling 
a little, and Paul was a great 
help in instilling winning in 
the players,” Costabile said. 
“We spent a lot of time togeth- 
er, had a lot of fun and won a 
lot of games.” 

After spending those years 
with Costabile, Lyman was 
particularly pleased to see 
him win this year’s Super 
Bowl title, especially after 
losing those two title games 
with Fenwick. 

“It was great to see him get 
the win,” Lyman said. “And 
he is definitely very deserv- 
ing of winning Coach of the 
Year. It could not have hap- 
pened to a better guy. 
Truthfully he is a better man 
than he is a football coach, 
and that is saying something 
because he is a tremendous 
football coach.” 


Going Purple 

During his time at Fenwick 
Costabile’s Crusaders had 
scrimmaged Shawsheen in 
three different seasons. He 
had gained a great deal of 
respect for the Rams pro- 
gram and their coach at the 
time, Ed Gillis, and the feel- 
ing was mutual so when Gillis 
moved on to Burlington High 
for the 1998 season, Costabile 
was able to move over to a 
program he felt he already 
knew something about. 

“It was great to go from one 
school with a great athletic 
tradition like Fenwick to 
another school with a great 
athletic tradition _like 
Shawsheen,” Costabile said. 

Just as Costabile made an 
everlasting impact on 
Fenwick, he has made the 
same impact at Shawsheen. 
He has a record of 86-55 dur- 
years at 
Shawsheen, with one losing 
season coming last year, and 
he has a career coaching 
mark of 126-78. 

In recent years, post season 
play has become somewhat of 
the norm for the Rams. 
While this year's Super Bowl 
victory was obviously the ulti- 
mate high for the program, it 
was just the culmination of a 
program that Costabile has 
built to expect excellence. 

He also led the Rams to the 
post season in 2004, 2006 and 
2007 in the State Vocational 
back to back voke titles in '06 
and ’07 after losing in 2004. 

The winning tradition that 
Costabile has brought to the 
program ig obviously what

raise them up. He is the per- 
fect coach for this level.” 

Baker added that Costabile 
may have been at his best 
during the team’s and his 
most difficult times, pointing 
to Costabile’s efforts during 
last year’s 3-8 campaign, dur- 
ing which Costabile was also 
battling tremendous hip pain 
that eventually led to surgery. 

“Even through last year 
when he was going through 
the hip thing all year and the 
season was not going well, he 
was still positive,” Baker said. 
“The kids see something and 
they get something out of 
that. It’s amazing, but he 
kind of brings that positive 
vibe to him whether he is 
chewing a kid out or raising 
him up.” 

Costabile has appreciated 
his time at Shawsheen just as 
much as they have appreciat- 
ed him. 

“It has been an honor and a 
pleasure to coach here. I have 
been very fortunate to coach 
some tough kids that want to 
play football. They are the 
type of kids that will scrape 
their knuckles for you,” 
Costabile said. “It’s been a 
great ride here. We have a 
very supportive administra- 
tion, a great student body and 
great fellow faculty. I am 
honored to be part of the 
coaching fraternity here.” 

The Family Circle 

The support that Costabile 
has received by his employers 
and fellow coaches through- 
out his career have been very 
important to Costabile, but 
nothing has been as impor- 
tant as the support he has 
received from his family, par- 
ticularly his wife Donna. 

Al and Donna have raised 
two daughters, Liana and 
Francesca ages 23 and 26, 
and the coach says his wife 
deserves most of the credit. 

“She without a doubt has 
really been the glue holding 
the family together through 
this whole thing,” Costabile 
said. “She has held the fami- 
ly together through all of 
these years with me as a 
coach. It’s like the whole life 
of my daughters she has been 
the one doing all the extra 
things that I am not around to 
do.” 

Costabile also appreciates 
both of his daughter’s willing- 
ness to allow him to commit 
himself fully to his job. A lot 
of media attention was given 
to Liana getting married the 
same day as the Rams won 
their Super Bowl, with 
Costabile walking her down 
the aisle just hours after 
making football history, but 
that was hardly the only day 
when football and family 
commitments occurred on the 
same day. 

“Besides my wife, I am also 
so thankful for the sacrifices 
my daughters have made,” 
Costabile said. “This is a 
demanding position. It is not 
a four or five month out of the 
year commitment, it is a year 
round job. There is always 
something you can be doing 
to make your team better, 
whether it is going to clinics, 
opening the weight room, or 
whatever. There is so much 
to do. 

“And your family has to sac- 
rifice. They have never, ever 
been bitter about it and I am 
so thankful to all of them.” 

While coaching football, 
along with teaching social 
studies and being the athletic 
director certainly require a 
great deal of work, he would 
not change a thing. 

“I love it. I would not want 
it any different,” Costabile 
said. “I feel very lucky to be 
in the position I am in. I 
appreciate it and I love it.”

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Woburn’s Hunnewell making a 
difference in war in Afghanistan

WOBURN - The war in Afghanistan is undoubtedly one of the 
most unique in U.S. history. American troops are not only fight- 
ing a dangerous foe, they are also battling a fractured culture 
that has barely known democracy during several thousand 
years of mostly tribal affiliation. 

Among those helping to cultivate, almost literally, a new era 
for Afghanistan is U.S. Army 1st Lieutenant Stephen J. 
Hunnewell, a Woburn native who is nearing the end of his tour 
of duty in the Zadran Arc area. He was formerly stationed in the 
Pech River Valley, in the volatile Kunar province. 

Hunnewell is a leader of a 3-soldier civil affairs team with a 
primary objective of advising Afghan officials how to imple- 
ment a local system of governance that serves their con- 
Stituenits. . 

In both instances, Hunnewell’s team was responsible for an 
area the size of Rhode Island. Given the array of languages and 
cultures - not to mention the volatile military situation - 
Hunnewell and his team have a critically important and danger- 
ous mission, 

“In the area we're in now, there are tribes with five different 
languages and another off-shoot language that uses a lot of 
slang,” said Hunnewell. “And a lot of the characteristics are dif- 
ferent. Part of my team’s challenge is sorting out the linguistic 
differences of the native people. 

“So it takes a lot of patience,” added Hunnewell 

In the Pech Valley, Hunnewell’s team had a full complement 
of Afghan officials, but they weren’t connected to the natives. In 
the Zadran Arc area, there are no government officials, and a

major part of his team’s task is to fill positions with qualified 
candidates. 

The Pech Valley is also one of the most dangerous military 
postings in the country, and the team's efforts were often hin- 
dered by Taliban insurgents. Firefights took place on a regular 
basis, but Hunnewell and his unit “overcame the challenges 
through perseverance, consistently engaging the locals and 
being seen among the population even though the threat was 
extremely high.”

WORKING IT OUT 
IN WOBURN 

“A public hearing for a 
request from NStar and 
Verizon to install two new util- 
ity poles on Massachusetts 
Avenue in North Woburn was 
continued until Tuesday, Jan. 
18, so the City Council can 
determine whether the wires 
can be put underground,” 
notes the Woburn edition of 
the “Daily Times Chronicle,” 

“The utility companies are 
seeking a grant of right-of- 
way to provide services to four 
new homes, according to 
Jacqueline Duffy, represent 
ing NStar. 

“Massachusetts Avenue is 
located off Wheeling Street, 
which is located off Main 
Street just south of the 
Wilmington line. 

“Duffy said _ installing 
underground wires is possible, 
but would be ‘more costly to 
the customer’ 

“The original job was for 
one home and no poles; said 
Dept. of Public Works Acting 
Supt. Thomas Quinn. ‘I think 
we can work it (underground 
lines) out. I believe it should 
be underground myself’ 

“Though one of the homes 
has already been built, Quinn 
noted the city’s Planning 
Board still has to approve the 
subdivision, and the utility

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* Perhaps no New Year's res- 
olution is as common as 
resolving to get in shape. 
After a holiday season filled 
with treats and social gather- 
ings, it's no surprise many 
Popiestoce opted a few 
pounds once the season has 
come and gone. 


With exercise on the minds 
of many, it's a good time to go 
over a few pointers to ensure 
that the next trip to the gym 
does not end in injury. 


* Be careful of "no pain, no 
gain." Many beginners feel 
their workout isn't working if 
it's not hurting. While mild 
pain is to be expected, it's up 
to the individual to determine 
if the pain is indicative of 
something bigger. Swelling 
and extreme stiffness are not 
normal, and __ individuals 
should cease working out if 
either of those problems arise. 
For beginners, expect muscle 
soreness after the first couple 
of workouts. This can be 
painful, but it's often a result 
of working muscles that have 
not been taxed in quite awhile. 
This pain should subside, and 
once the muscles grow accus- 


tomed to being worked, the 
pain, stiffness or soreness 
should no longer appear after 
a workout (this may take a 
workout or two for the mus- 
cles to get used to it). If the 
pain persists, do not continue 
to exercise through an injury. 
Any persistent pain should be 
discussed with a physician. 


* Know your limits. 
Beginners need to be especial- 
ly aware of their exercise lim- 
its. Initially, they shouldn't 
attempt to do exercises their 
bodies can't handle. Lifting 
too much weight is common 
for beginners. Ideally, lift 
smaller amounts when begin- 
ning a workout to get the 
motion of the exercise down 
pat. As workouts progress, a 
person can then gradually add 
weight. Many fitness profes- 
sionals feel adding 10 percent 
each week is a safe and effec- 
tive approach, but individuals 
will know after a few workouts 
what works best for them. It's 
good to push oneself, but don't 
push too hard and increase 
the risk of injury. 


* Work with a trainer. 
Personal trainers can help 


Cardiac arrest vs. 
heart attack 


s Many people mistakenly 
assume cardiac arrest and 
heart attack are the same 
thing. However, sudden car- 
diac arrest is not a heart 
attack. In fact, there are dis- 
tinguishable differences 
between the two that are best 
explained by detailing what is 
actually happening when 
someone is suffering from 
either one. 


What happens during a 
heart attack? 

During a heart attack, 
blockage occurs in one or 
more of the heart's arteries. 
That blockage subsequently 
prevents the heart from 
receiving enough oxygen-rich 
blood. Research indicates that 
many people with symptoms 
of a heart attack actually 
delay seeking treatment for 
more than two hours. 

In a 2010 study published in 
the Archives of Internal 
Medicine, researchers found 
the average delay in arriving 
at the hospital after the start 
of a heart attack was roughly 
two and a half hours. Eleven 
percent of the more than 
100,000 cases examined in the 
study waited more than 12 
hours from the start of symp- 
toms before seeking treat- 
ment. Those symptoms can 
include chest discomfort, 


shortness of breath and dis- 
comfort in other areas of the 
body that do no improve after 
five minutes. 


What happens during car- 
diac arrest? 


When a person is experi- 
encing cardiac arrest, their 
heart's electrical system is 
malfunctioning and suddenly 
becomes irregular. The heart 
begins to beat very fast while 
the ventricles may flutter or 
quiver. Blood is not being 
delivered to the bedy-during 
cardiac arrest, and a genuine 
fear is that blood flow to the 
brain will be reduced so dras- 
tically that a person may lose 
consciousness 

Unlike a heart attack, car- 
diac arrest requires immedi- 
ate treatment. It's best to seek 
treatment promptly for both a 
heart attack and cardiac 
arrest, but those experiencing 
cardiac arrest are at much 
greater risk of death if treat- 
ment is not sought immediate- 
ly. Men and women, young 
and old, should also keep in 
mind that heart attack can 
sometimes lead into cardiac 
arrest, highlighting the impor- 
tance of seeking treatment as 
soon as any symptoms of 
heart attack begin to appear.

beginners immensely. 
Trainers can teach beginners 
how to use machines and 
stretch properly and can 
answer any questions begin- 
ners commonly have.

But if the free ses- 
sions are made available, 
beginners should take advan- 
tage of those sessions to help 
get their fitness routine off on 
the right foot. 


* Fewer repetitions, more 
sets. A common mistake when 
beginning an exercise regi- 
men is to dive right in without 
really knowing the ins and 
outs of a routine. For example, 
many people load up on repe- 
titions (reps), feeling the 
more reps the more effective a 
workout will be. However, 
beginners often find fewer 
reps but additional sets is

more effective. So instead of 
doing 4 sets of 10 reps, do 5 
sets of 8 reps. This might 
seem too small to make a dif- 
ference, but beginners often 
tire near the end of a set, and 
doing fewer reps per set can 
help them avoid fatigue and 
make the most of each repeti- 
tion and set. 


* Stay hydrated. Drink 
water throughout an exercise 
regimen to remain hydrated. 
Maintaining proper fluid lev- 
els helps avoid cramping and 
dehydration, which can bring 
their own batch of painful side 
effects, including nausea and 
heart palpitations. For those 
who workout in the early 
morning, be sure to drink 
water before working out to 
overcome any dehydration 
that may have occurred while 
asleep. For those who workout 
after work, be sure to drink 
water throughout the day so 
the body is fully hydrated 
when the time comes to hit the 
gym.

the first time Maguire ever 
discharged his service 
weapon. “We do not have 
shootings in Woburn,” said 
the chief. “It’s just not that 
type of community.” 

Mahoney accompanied 
Maguire to the hospital and 
was charged with informing 
his wife, Desiree, that her 
husband had perished in the 
line of duty. 

“That’s one of the saddest 
duties I've ever had to do,” 
said Mahoney. “We can’t 
believe Jack isn’t with us any- 
more. It’s just terrible.” 

The death of their fellow 
officer clearly shook the 
Woburn police community, as 
several officers were barely 
able to hold back their emo- 
tions as they stood listening 
to the chief and other speak- 
ers during a press conference 
at police 

“I’ve had officers die of 
heart attacks, but an officer 
has never been killed in the 
line of duty,” said the chief. 

Cinelli’s alleged accomplice 
in the robbery, Scott 
Hanwright, 19, of Wakefield, 
was ordered held without bail 
during his arraignment in 
Woburn District Court on 
Monday. He is charged with 
first degree murder and 
armed robbery. 

A third man allegedly 
involved, Kevin Dingwell, 41, 
also of Wakefield, was 
ordered held on $10,000 surety 
or $1,000 cash bail. Dingwell 
is charged with being an 


accessory.

Places on July 6, 2010. At 
more than 300 years old, the 
Butters-Avery House’ was one 
of the first in the area. Built 
by William Butters II in 1682, 
the house is considered a first 
period house and began as a 
garrison house protecting 
colonists from attacks by 
local Native American tribes. 
According to the Wilmington 
Historical Commission, the 
farmhouse housed families 
continuously for over 320 
years.

The monu- 
ments are the exact size and 
shape of their counterparts in 
the 24 American War ceme- 
teries around the world in 
places such as Normandy, 
and Flanders Field. 
Conceived of and organized 
by Veterans’ Agent Lou 
Cimaglia, the monuments 
replaced the weathered 1960s 
aluminum markers. Ryan 
Carroccino, a middle school 
student, took on the fundrais- 
ing as a project for Junior 
National Honor Society. 
Through private donations 
from residents and business- 
es, including a generous gift 
from ‘Textron Defense 
Systems, the 8th grader and 
the Department of Veterans 
Services raised $30,000.

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Willey said the expansion is 
part of Grace Chapel becom- 
ing a multi-site church.

Lockdown drills lock exteri- 
or doors, contain students in 
classrooms, and has staff 
secure the building. These 
drills ‘are called to protect 
students in the event of an 
intruder, a power line down
